PETROCHEMICAL 
EXPANSION PLANS 


Mr. G. J. Lynch, Chair- 
man of Altona Petrochem- 
ical Company Limited, an- 
nounced iast week the con- 
struction of the first major 
petrochemical project to uti- 
lize YVictoria’s own  petro- 
leum raw materials, The 
ethylene production capa- 
city of Altona Petrochemical 
Campany Limited i 
expanded at its plant at 
Altona, The new facilities 
will process ethane  pro- 
duced from the Esso/BHP 
Bass Strait operations. 

The ethane feedstock for 
this new plant will be pro- 
duced in admixture’ with 
Victoria’s natural gas. - It 
will be separated from the 
natural gas at the Esso/ 
BHP Gippsland Gas Pro- 
essing and Crude Stabiliza- 
tion Plant. The final sepa- 
ration and purification of the 
ethane will be made at the 
Esso/BHP Fractionation 
Plant at Long island Point 
near Westerrport Bay. The 
ethane wili be transported 
to the new ethylene plant 
at Altona by pipeline, 


APC intends to award a 
contract to The Lummus 
Company Limited for the 
design and erection of the 
new plant. The new plant 
will be completed in 1970. 
It will employ the latest 
processing techniques and 
wil be among the most effi- 
cient in the world. The in- 
vestment required for the 
plant and associated faci- 
lities’ will be in the order 
of $18,000,000.

There were 49 
tents, 67 vehicles and more than 250 
squad members in camp. 


On Saturday morning an 
impressive convoy of ve- 
hicles set off for the “‘Lon- 


den Bridge’ area some 
three miles from the camp- 
site. The vehicles were 


parked according to” instruc- 
tions given by the transport 
officer, Mast drivers were 
able to put inte practice the 
new transport drill learnt at 
a session several weeks ago 
at Chadstone, 


CHff Rescue work occu- 
pied most of the morning. 
Rescue squads demonstrated 
their ability while the mo- 
bile squads were given the 
opportunity to observe the 
various squads in action. 
The boys have now decided 
an the equipment they will 
use in their rescue work. 
An effort is being made to 
secure this equipment lo- 
cally. 


The afternoon exercise was 
the simulated mine explo- 
sion, Four hundred and 
eighty people took part: 104 
casualties were “evacuated” 
from the’ area. Their inju- 
ries ranged from sprains 
and abrasions to severe 
spinal injuries. There were 
.several ‘“‘killed’” in the ex- 
Pplosion. All casualties were 
sent by ambulance to a field 
1oSpital set up by the Mo- 
bile’ Nurses, 6 surgeons were 
busy in the mine area and 
in the hospital. These men 
are active members of res- 
cue squads. 


The return “‘battle’’ in 
the night exercise developed 
into a rather dramatic exer- 
cise. During the “invasion” 
a lad from the Waverley 
Squad fell into a concrete 
bunker. Several stitches 
were inserted in a gash in 
his eye and for a while 
he was suspected of having 
a fractured leg. A member 
of Westernport Squad suf- 
fered severely strained liga- 
ments of the knee in an- 
other fall. At the conclu- 
sion of the exercise Fopts- 
cray Squad reported two 
members missing.

An “attack wagon’ will 
be added to the Victorian 
Railways special fire train 
that will again be available 
this summer to cope with 
serious fires, 


A rail vehicle was being 
converted to the ‘‘attack 
wagon”, that would be at 
the front of the fire train 
so that it could easily be 
pushed into fire areas, the 
Victorain Railways Commis- 
sioners said recently. 

_It would have an electric 
lighting generator, and arc 


lighting. . 
Two monitor water guns 
would be mounted on re- 


volving turrets so that wa- 
ter could be shot in any | 
direction up to 100 feet from 
the railway line. 

The fire train would carry 
50,000 gallons of water and 
the pumping capacity 
would be about 500 gallons 
a minute. 


“Water from the train 
could also be pumped into 
road vehicles. at the rate of 
22,000 gallons an hour. The 
pump enabled the rail tank. 
ers refill from a river 
or stream close to the rail- 
way line instead of the train 
having to return to a rail- 
way location with watering 


facilities, 


The fire train was now 
standing by in Melbourne, 
ready to leave at short no- 
tice for any part of the Vic 
torian System's broad gauge 
track. Experienced pump

the train, added the Com-

The Railways would again 
provide emergency water 
supplies for town fire-fight-

The Australia-New Zealand 
Free Trade Agreement: 


It is quite apparent from 
questions asked in the Se- 
nate and in the House of 
Representatives that some 
concern is being felt about 


the Australia-New Zealand 
Free Trade Agreement. 
Some members feel that 


there is a serious threat to 
Australian industries by 
imports from New Zealand, 
particularly in the field of 








farm produce and processed 
vegetables such as peas, 
beans and berries. There is 
also a good deal of timber 
coming from New Zealand 
which is in competition with 
our own mills. Tasmanian 
interests are particularly 
concerned and we have been 
assured that the position is 
being’ watched very  care- 
fully by the Goverrment. 


Airport Passenger Charge: 

A bill has been brought j 
into the House to provide 
the Department of Civil 
Aviation with revenue to the 
extent of about $4.5 million 
per year. This is a further 
step towards making air 
travellers meet the costs of 
providing air travel.* At this 
stage, air travel is heavily 
subsidised by taxpayers, 
many of whom never use 
an aircraft. This seems 
wrong to me. Passengers 
within Australia and its 
Territories will have to pay 
for each journey which 
commences at airports 
where passenger movements 
are greater than 35,000 per 
year. A similar charge will 
be made in respect of dis- 
embarkation. 


Reduction in Voting Age:
